of Four Roysterers. 


Terrible Affair at Webster 
This Morning.

The Young Men Had Thrown a Stone 
Through a Window in Sperry’s Gro- 
cery Store and When Rittenhouse 
Opened Another Window to Learn 
the Cause of the Attack He Was 
Fired On. 


The little suburb of Webster Groves, 10 
Milles from the Union Depot on the Missouri 


_ Pacific Rauroad, was early this morning the 
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scene of what will probably prove a cold 
Dioodea murder. George Rittenhouse, a 
Clerk in Sperry’s grocery store, was the 
Victim and now lies dying from the effects 
of a bullet wound from a 4 caliber 
revolver in hisabdomen. Four of the village 
me’er-do-wells were arrested for the shoot- 
ing, and are now locked up in the jail at 
Clayton to await the result of Rittenhouse’s 
injuries. Their names are Robert Norcum, 
Oharies Merrill, Tom Sullivan and Oharles 
Pack. 

The prisoners spent all yesterday 
in carousing in the one or two sa- 
loons of which the town boasts. 
By night they were all very drunk. 
About 1:30 o'clock this morning they passed 
R. C. Sperry’s grocery store, about one block 
from the depot, and apparently actuated by 

willfal desire to destroy, one of their num 
dor smashed the front window of the store. 
Rittenhouse was sleeping in the rear of the 
store and was awakened by the noise. Heat 
first thought that an attempt was being 
made to burglarize the store and cautiously 
creeping to the front door he listened to the 
conversation of the men outside. Thinking 
that he recognized their voices, he carefully 
raised one corner of the blind and looked 
out. Ashe did so a shot was fired through 
the glass in the door, striking him fairly tn 
the abdomen, just below the navel. 
With difficulty he reached and opened 
@ rear door and called to John O'Hara and 
his wife, who live above the store. They 
had heard the shot and hurried 
to his assistance. Dr. Baker was 
called and at once pronounced 
the case hopeless, asthe bullet had pene- 
trated the abdominal cavity and has proba-

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THE CORNER RULE REPEALED. 


Result of ths Vote on the Merchants’ Ex- 
change—A Forged Circular. 


The vote on the repeal of the corner rule 
was taken on ‘Change to-day. Great inter- 
est was manifested, but there appeared to 
be organization only on one side, 
that which was in favor of the repeal. 


Long before the opening of the polls crowds 
of men wearing ontheir coats paper tags 

g the words, Vote forthe repeal of 
sec. 7, rule 10, were at the door 
and onthe floor of the Exchange actively 
engaged inthe work of bringing votes in. 
By noon the advocates of the present rule 
gave up all hope of success, unless a strong 
outside vote came in on their side. A two- 
thirds majority was requisite for 
the abrogation of the rule, but 
when the outside vote came in, it was evi- 
dent that it was strongly in favor of the re- 


peal. 

The cause of those who desired a change 
was decidedly helped by a circular favoring 
the present rule on which a number of names 
appeared that had never been signed by their 
owners. Conrad Fath ana the Jonn Mullally 
Commission Co., who appeared on the circu- 
lar as favoring the corner rule, 
out another circular statin 
they favored its repeal, an 
not signed the paper approving it. 
Others whose names were signed without au- 
thority were J. C. Ewald, Fusz 4 Barker, 
F. H. Ryan, the Hezel Milling Co., T. G. 
Bowman, the Victoria Mill Co. and T. W. 
Carter. When the polls closed at 1 oclock 
it was evident thatthe advocates of repeal 
had carried the day, and that in future St. 
Louls would bean open market. On three 
previous occasions the question had been 
votedon. On July 21, 1888, the vote was 570 
for repeal and 288 
two votes short 
site two-thirds, September 
1, 1888, the vote was 424for and 435 against. 
On Aug. 21. 1889, the vote was 371 for and 609 
against. 

Whenthe tellers completed the count it 
was found that 939 votes had been cast, of 
which 785 were in favor of the repeal and 154 
against it. 


TO DECORATE NEW 


YORK. 


A Society of Artists and Amateurs Or- 
ganized Witha Benevolent Object. 


New YorK, March 27.—A meeting was held 
last Tuesday night in the studio of W. 8. 
Vanderbilt Allen in the Sherwood bullding, 
where preliminary steps were taken toward 
the permanenent organization of a society of 
persons who will endeavor to raise the artis- 
tic standard of public buildings of the city 


and the statuesand monuments in the parks 
andother public places. Another meeting 
will be held on the evening of April 17. A 
constitution and by-laws were adopted at 
the meeting. 

Richard M. Hunt was elected President of 
the new organization, whichis tobe known 
as the Metropolitan Art Club. A. S. Bell was 
elected Secretary and William B. Bigelow 
Treasurer. Among the 200 persons present at 
the meeting were Thomas W. Wood, Pres!i- 
dent of the Acadamy of Design; J. G. Brown, 
T. Scott Hartley, Wm. M. Chase, Augustus 
St. Gaudens, Kenyon Cox, R. Swain Gifford, 
E. H. Bilashfield, Howard Russell Butler, 
Elllott Dangerfield, John Rogers,M..J.Harden- 
berg, architect Hotel Waldorf; Will H. Low, 
C. O. Carren, F. S. Dillenboyt, William B. 
Tuthill, Chester Loomis, W. A. Coffin, W. . 
Shelton, F. Crowninshield, Herbert Denman, 
Robert Reid, Irving R. Wiles, F.C. Jones and 
John Lafarge. 

Mr. Allen addressed the meeting, as did 
Mr. Blasbfield, who has prepared a paper ex- 
plaining the purpose ofthe society, a copy 
— which will be sent to each art club in the 
city. 

Mr. Allen, who originated the idea of the 
new club, said yesterday: We have not 
gone into this matter hurriedly or unadvised- 
ly. Iproposedthe idea almost a year avo, 
Since then it has been freely discussed. We 
have held several preliminary meetings. 
Prominent amateurs, among whom are Perry 
Belmont, George W. Vanderbilt and Perry G. 
Marquand, are interested in the success of 
the scheme. The result of these preliminary 
meetings was the meeting last Tuesday 
night. The public of New York are quite un- 
acquainted with muzal decorations. What we 
want to do is to put the advisability and 
necessity of painting and wall decoration 
before the city authorities and the public 
at large. Except tor a few desultory 
paintings in City Hall. there are absolutely 
no paintings in — buildings in the City 
of New York. Even the minor towns of 
France surpass us far, What we propose to 
do will be done without costing the city one 
penny. The Metropolitan Art Ciub, which 
we organized, will be open to all. There will 
be no discrimination whatever, either 
in regard to sex, occupation or anything 
else. The membership fee will be $5 
with $1 a year dues. The money thus 
raised, together with voluntary contribu- 
tions from members of the club, will consti- 
tute a fund which will pay for the paintings, 
statues and other decorations. In order that 
we may get the best possible work a commit- 
mittee will be appointed, consisting of three 
amateurs, three architects, three sculp- 
tors and three painters, who will 
have charge of the competitions. 
These competitions will De annual and 
the best work will win. Sometimes,of course, 
certain classes in the competition will take 
the form of orders to well-known artists or 
sculptors for certain work. When the work 
is finished we will tenderittothecity, It 
will undoubtedly be the best work obtainable 
in the western world.“ 


MR. ANDERSON’S FRANCHISES. 


The St. Louis Councilman Gets Some 
Good Things at. Columbia 
Co_umBia, Mo., March 27.—W. T. Anderson | 
of St. Louls and W. A. Bright of Columbia 
have just purchased the entire stock of the 


Columbia Milling Co. for $45,000. The elevat- 
ors, the wheat in storage and all other prop- 
erty of the mill are not included in the above 
sale., The purchasers propose to add a new 
storage room to the mili (80x60) at an early 
date and will make other valuable improve- 
ments. , 

Mr. Anderson was recently given the fran- 
chise to furnish the town with electric lights 
and water works tor twenty years at $5,000 
per annum. Work was begun upon the two 
plants immediately after granting the fran- 
chise, and they are now rapidly nearing com- 
pletion, The franchise also gives Mr. Ander- 
son the privilege of constructing and oper- 
ating a telephone from the Water 
and Electric Light plants in the 
Eastern suburbs Columbia to the 
company’s main office in town. The tele- 
phone will be operated only for Mr. Ander- 
son’s own use, and it is his intention not to 
supply individuals with telephone service. 
Itis possible that Mr. Anderson may at an 
early date build a large hotel in Columbia for 
the accommodation of the traveling public,

SAVED TWO GIRLS. 


The Heroic Act Performed by George J. 
Weindorfin the Mississippi River. 

George J. Weindorf, foremen of the switch- 
men in the Big Four railroad company’s 
yards at East St. Louis, saved the lives of 
Anna and Ella Weller, a 20 and il-year old 
girl respectively, who narrowly escaped 
drowning in the river yesterday. They

Condemned to Desth Carlyle 
Harris Talks of His Case. 


Suicide and the Future State Dis- 
cusseg After the Sentence. 


MEANS OF SELF-DESTRUCTION AT HAND, 
BUT ALL REJECTED. 


An End in the Electrical Chair Is Hor- 
rifying to Him, but He Will Not Cheat 
the Law—He Is Satisfied That the Pub- 
lic Believes Him Innocent and That 
It Condemns Recorder Smyth. 


New Yor«, March 27.—Carlyle Harrisis no 
longer buoyed up by the hope of another 
hearing before a Judge and jury, but is de- 
pending entirely upon the slender thread of 
possible interference by Gov. Flower. 

When a Post-DIsPATCH reporter saw him in 
the Tombs, before his removal to Sing Sing, 
he was seated in a camp-chalir, facing the 
iron-barred door to his cell. He sat in a nat - 
ural, easy Manner, and according to his in- 
variable custom, carried in his right hand, a 
half-smoked cigarette, while he occasionally 
waved around to emphasize various points 
in his conversation. 

**You would be surprised,“ he said, to 
know how strongIam. Very few men have 
gone through this ordeal and come out in 
such good condition. 

‘‘Iwas just wondering, when you came 
in. be continued, why, it the public be- 
lieve me guilty, as Recorder Smyth does, of 
an atrocious crime, they did not lynch me 
when they hadachance. Isaid to Burke, 
the Deputy Sheriff, as he was taking me back 
tothe Tombs after I had been resentenced: 
‘Ifthese people think I murdered my wife, 
why, in God's name, don't they string me 
up?’ 

Instead of that, I heard many persons 
sympathize with me and tell me that I would 
get the best of the Recorder after ali, That 
doesn’t lookas if the people think I am 
guilty, does it? 

J was careful when I made my last plea in 
court notto rant against Recorder Smyth, 
because I am perfectly aware that that 
would dome no good. But I must say that 1 
don’t understand how itis in keeping with 
justice that the Recorder shouid have been 
the one to decide whether or not I should 
have a new trial. Just before the Recorder 
sentenced me for the firsttime he said that 
he thoroughly believed me to be gullty of the 
foulest crime that man could commit. Do 
you think’ that a man who has 
expressed such an opinion could 
enter upon the consideration of evi- 
dence submitted for the purpose of getting 
a new trial withan unprejudiced mind, and 
yet the law requires that the appeal fora 
new trial must be made before the Judge 
who presides at the first one. 

It is an outrage’’ he said excitedly. 
Oh, it is a horrible outrage! and yet I shall 
not have been madea victimin vain. Those 
were the words that I spoke to the Recorder 
when I said that this would be the last of 
school-girlexpert testimony. How unfair it 
was to allow the statements of mere children 
to outweigh aMdavits which must have had 
due weight with the people if they did not 
with the Recorder. 

Harris continued to talk rather bitterly 
abont the unfair treatment he had received. 
It is not surprising that this is his favorite 
theme. Yet fora person who thinks he has 
been greatly wronged, he contained himself 
very well. Probably others in his position 
would have been disposed to rail at the al- 
leged author of the grievance. 


THOUGHTS ON SUICIDE. 


After he had gone on in this strain for some 
time the reporter approached as delicately 
as possible a more interesting question. He 
asked him whether he intended to commit 
suicide. This was suggested by the fact that 
Harris has been repeatedly reportedto have 
said he could easily make way with his own 
life, if occasion should require. If he has 
really ever contemplated such a thing, the 
present occasion seems as appropriate as 
any. 

lou may say for me, he exclaimed, 
it hat my greatest satisfaction is in knowing 
that I have cleared myself before the eyes of 
the public. Suicide would be the last thing 
Lwould think of. Ihave no reason to KkIII 
myself. It would beasort of confession of 
weakness. No, sir; Il want the Recorder to 
bear the fullresponsibility of my death. I 
will not rob him of that distinctioa.’’ 

„Well, granting, Mr. Harris, that you have 
no intention of committing suicide, would 
you care to state forthe satisfaction of the 
public, what you consider the easiest and 
most effective way of putting an end to your 
own life?’’ 

Why, he said thoughtfully, there are 
several different methods, all of them more 
or less feasible. Of course I don’t intend to 
adopt any of them, but if I wished to put 
myself out of the way without the chance of 
detection, my knowledge of anatomy would 
help mea greatdeal. For instance, when I 
go to bedl might get down under the bed 
clothes and bite the arteries of my forearm, 
Probably you would not know where to bite, 
but I could doit so as to bleed to death in a 
s art time. In the morning the keepers 
would find me a corpse. 

‘*There is another way, which I have sug- 
gested before. If Ihad matches and water I 
could mix them together so as to make an 
efficient phosphorus poison. But aside from 
the dimcul of obtaining matches, this 
would be be a very painful death. The 
victim of phosphorus poisoning dies in great 
agony. 

„have heard it said that some persons 
have committed suicide by standing on 
their headsand stopping the circulation of 
the blood, but I think there must have been 
some mistake about this. Such persons could 
not have been under a death watch. The 
keepers would We sure to see them and be- 
sides this is a clumsy method which would 
only be adopted by the ignorant.’’ 

It was here suggested that a person might 
hold his breath until the heart stopped beat. 
ing. Harris scoffed at this. 

„nat is all ga mon, he said. Even if 

ou bad the will power, you would find that 
impossible. The breath of life which God 
has given us is too precious to be stolen away 
in such a manner. If such a thing were prac. 
ticable fou would find that victims con- 
demned to death would invariably cheat the 
gallows. 

It makes very little difference to me, 
though, he said, dow I am to meet 
death, iflam going to die. Death by elec- 
tricity seems to me very horrible, but no 
more so than by hanging or burning at the 
stake. They are all ignominious. They 


are the vengeance of the people fora crime 


committed against society. Being an inno- 
cent man I cannot discuss this question as a 
murderer justiy condemned would. Proba- 
bly such a one would prefer one way or an- 
other, but I assure gs it is utterly im mate- 
rialtome. Why, if I were ing to die to- 
night I would feel rthan Ia 

bsolutely with 


crime that Inever committed, I would just 
- deg, be tortured as sit in the electrical 
chair.“ 


HIS IDEA OF FUTURITY. 

Harris was then asked to discuss his pros- 
pects after death. He does not seem to have 
given this matter as much attention as 
might have been expected from one in his 

osition. He says he devotes very little 

hought to himself and his misforsunes, His 
mother and his friends are the objects of his 
solicitude. 

„Death,“ he said, after a moment of 
thought, is one of two things. It is either 
annihilation or eternity. If it be eternity, 
then I shall be glad to enter the same plea 
there that I have entered here. That Is, 
a plea not for mercy, but or justice. Upto 
the time I was made a prisoner I had not 
thought much about afuture state. You see, 
Iam only 23 years old, and such serious sub- 
jects do not ordinarily occupy a young man’s 
thoughts. But, if the dissolution of the body 
means eternity, or an everlasting state of 
existence, then! 4 * earnestly hope, that 1 
shall find a place in that eternity. 

„Persons are apt to think that what I may 
say as a prisoner, condemned to die, will de 
more or less influenced by my position; 
but 1 think may be believed 
when I say that Gapital punishment is a 
mistake. It is not necessary as a preventive 
ot erime in a modern state of civilization. 
There was a time when sheep stealing was 
punishable with death, but those days are 
over. There are more sheep and more per- 
sons and more property than there was then, 
but there is less sheep stealin .. 

„ At the same time, he said quickly, see- 
ing how this remark might be construed as 
being a plea for merey and, therefore, a sort 
of acknowledgement of guilt, if a manis 
guilty beyond all doubt of the murder ofan 
innocent girl who loved him, I'd pull a rope 
to hang him.“ 

He said this excitedly, waving his half- 
smoked cigarette about in his outstretched 
hand, 

Harris looked zealously at the ground fora 
moment and then sgaid: It has been a 
source of great satisfaction to me that I was 
able to completely expose the methods of the 
prosecution.’’ 

This was his favorite topic and he con- 
santly reverted to it. The methods that 
are practiced in criminal trials might be ex- 
pected in China orany heathen country, but 
they are certainly out of place in a civilized 
community. One man is infallible. The Re- 
corder isa Pope in the law. He has greater 

rerogatives than the Pope ever claimed, 

e says he has seen testimony on which I’ve 
been condemned to die, but Ihave never seen 
it. Is not that an injustice? Yet he was able 
to sea! my doom. Hadid not transgress law, 
but he did transgress justice. lam satisfied 
that if I die, after sußa a death, I will not 
have died in van. 

THE MOTHER’S COMMENT. 

Harris was asked to write his name to 
show how perfectly Mis nerves were under 
control. Mrs. Harris was standing by his 
side and then, for thé only time during that 
last talk she had with her son before he was 
taken to Sing Sing, gave way tothe natural 
instincts of a mother. 

**Yes,’’ shecried excitedly, after Harris 
had signed his name, and wrote beneath 
it, ‘Murdered by the Recorder and lot of 
wicked lawyers.’ ’’ 

The writer of this has known Carlyle Harris 
ever since he came prominently before the 
public. He has followed him through his 
trial, his long imprisonment, his vain efforts 
to obtain a new hearing and up to Sing Sing 
where the State requires him to take up a 
temporary residence before he shall sit in the 
electric chair. During this period of ac- 
quaintance the reporter has observed whut 
the public has learned through seeing it re- 
peatedly stated in print, that the most re- 
markable feature about this strange young 
man is his absolute self-control. This was 
noticed when he was first brought to 
the Tombs, and it became still more wonder- 
ful as time wore on. New it is not only 
wonderful but marvelous. 

DO you know,’’ he said, leaning over, as 
though very much interested when he was 
asked to explain his seeming indifference to 
hisfate, ‘‘lam rath... a puzzle to myself. 1 
don’t quite understand myself. Ido not see 
howa man, guilty or innocent, could hold 
outasI have. lam conscious of my inno- 
cence and that would bear most men up for 
a long time, but the very conslousness 
of innocence would tend to break a 
man up when he got tothat last stage where 
hope had failed. I should think that a 
young man like myself would dread to die, 
but as I have said to you, the question of 
death never worrles me in the least. Iwill 
quote you a few lines, if you wish, which 
may possibly explain why Iam so self-pos- 
sessed.’”’ 

Harris repeated the following lines siowly, 
while the reporter wrote them down. He 
had learned them, he said, long before he 
was sent to prison: 

He that has light withia his own breast 

May sit i’ the center and enjoy bright day, 

But he that hides a dark seu! and foul thoughts 

Beuighted walks under the mid day sun— 

Himselt is his own dungeon. 

„Those lines are from Milton’s Comus,’’ 
he said, and they appear to fit my case 
very well.’’ a 

It may be barely possible that Harris does 
not really contemplate ever sitting in the 
electrical chair. He 
belleve that the Governor will be impressed 
by the numerous signatures that will 
be attached to the petition about to be sent to 
Albany. He has several times said that 
he would rather die than endure imprison- 
ment for life, but this may be an exaggera- 
tion. He may even hope that after a com- 
mutation of his sentence he may eventually 
be pardoned. For the present, however, he 
is the cleanly shaved occupant of ceil No. 8 
in the death department of Sing Sing await- 
ing the time when thelaw shall have its ven- 
geance. 


THE PRiSONER AT SING SING, 


ALL HIS HOPE DEPENDS ON THE GOVERNOR,

LATIMER FREE 


The Matricide Kills a Jail Guard 
and Escapes. 


Cunningly Devised Plot to Gain His 
Freedom. 


ONE GUARD BAMBOOZLED WHILE THE 
OTHER WAS DYING. 


White the Second Was Writhing in 
Agony the Prisoner Takes His Keys, 
Opens the Prison Door and Is Gone—A 
Third Employe of the Jail Lockup 
Charged With Being a Party to the 
Escape. 


Jackson, Mich, March 27.—R. Irving Lati- 
mer, the famous matricide, has escaped from 
the State prison. Latimer got out by getting 
the keys and walking out ofthe front door of 
the prison. The keys are missing. Capt. 
Hill, in charge of the prison at night, is in 
jail now. 

Itis supposed that Latimer got possession 
of some powerful drug and administered it to 
the guard and night turnkey. Guard Haight 
was found dying about Io clock this morn- 
ing, Latimer having gone an hour before that 
time. Haight died at3a. m. 

R. Irving Latimer brutaily murdered his 
own mother at Jackson on the night of Jan. 
23, 1889. His trial lasted twenty days and was 
very sensational. He was sentenced to life 
imprisonment. 

Latimer’s father died under suspicious cir - 
cumstances a year previoustothe murder. 
He was heavily insured in favor ofthe wife 
and son, and it is believed that the son 


poisoned him. 
Morris T. Gill, night keeper at the prison, 


was the indirect means of the escape of Irv- 
ng Latimer. About 11:30 oe lock he and Lat- 
imer took lunch together in the hall mas- 


ter’s office. It was against the rules for Gill 
to take aconvict out of his cell Captain Gill 
has been clearly bamboozled by Latimer, Who 
has been telling Gill that there was $2,800 bur- 
ied on an island in the State of Rhode Island 
where the Latimers lived when Irving was 
13 years old. Gill was taken with thisjstory 
and had Latimer out at lunch every night to 
give him details. Gill expected to leave the 
prison in three weeks. Last night Latimer 
was giving Gilla lot of ghost stories about 
the buried fortune. — 

It transpires that Latimer had been in the 
habit of taking up acup of chocolate nearly 
every night to Gatekeeper Haight, passing it 
through a slide in the grating, which Haight 
took with his midnight lunch. There is no 
doubt Latimer had planned to poison both 
Haight and Gill, and the chocolate at night 
was only to gain confidence until he could 
get some polson. At lunch last night Latimer 
carried up a glass of lemonade to Haight in- 
stead of the chocolate, and Haight died in 
twenty minutes after drinking it. GH also 
drank of the lemonade and was attacked 
In a few 
minutesacry came from the guard room 
above, which Haight occupied. It was evi- 
dent that Haight was sick and needed help. 
oe wae so sick he could not go. Latimer 
said: 

‘*T will go and whistle for Dr. Mason.“ 

**All right; go ahead, replied Gill, 

Latimer then took the keys, but instead of 
going for help he unlocked the door of the 
guard- room, passed through the gates and 
was free. He took the prison keys with him. 
The exact time he left the prison was 11:45 
p. m. When Latimer escaped he had neither 
coat nor hat, and itis believed impossible 
that he can escape. Tue prison authorities 
have offered areward for Latimer, dead or 
alive, and officers are scouring the country. 

Warden Davis declines to give any theory. 
He said: **I was sick last night and went to 
bed early and was called about 1 o’clock. I 
can give no statement as to the cause of the 
death of Mr. Haight, but I think it 
must have been apoplexy or else he was 
drugged. This I cannot tell until an analysis 
is made of his stomach, which will be done 
at once.“ 

Gill recoovered somewhat from his sick- 
ness alout4o’clock this morning and was at 
once placed under arrest. A large posse of 
men is scouring the country in search of 
Latimer, and Warden Davis has offered a re- 
ward of $500 for his capture.

Latimer secured a rifie and a quantity of 
ammunition before going, and will surely 
make a desperate resistance. Those who 
know him say there is not one chance in a 
thousand of ever taking himalive. Thereis 
the most intense excitement, and hundreds 
of men are searching the city and surround- 
ing country. 

R. Irving Latimer murdered his mother at 
Jackson soon after 10o0’clock on the morning 
of Jan. 25, 1889. Heevidently shot her while 
in bed asleep. The wound was not fatal and 
she sprang from her bed and attempted to 
make her way to the window, with the 
intention of crying for help. Latimer 
then shot his mother again and beat her 
over the head with the butt of his revolver 
until she sank to the floor dead. Latimer 
owned a drug store in Jackson at the time 
and was one of the society youths. 

On the afternoon before the morning of the 
murder Latimer completed his preparations 
for the terrible crime. He took the cellar 
door key from her mother’s house and locked 
the door onthe outside so that entrance to 
the house at any 
He then told his 
going to Detroit to 

nthe afternoon went to Detroit as an- 
nounced. Hearrived atthe Griswold House 
larly in the evening and engaging a room 
retired to it. He instantly made some 
changes in his personal appearance and 
caught the 10:45 0’clock train for Jackson, 
arriving there at 1:15 0’clock the next morn- 
ing. immediately wentto his mother’s 
house and murdered her, then caught the 
6:25 o’clock train back to Detroit, arriving at 
9:38. He triedtomakeit appear that he 
had been in bed all night, but the chambDer- 
maid was ahead of him. He was arrested 
here on his return, andalthoughhe made a 
hard fight, could not explain his where- 
abouts during the nightof the murder and 
was convicted and sentenced to Jackson 
prison for life. 

Latimer is 26 years old and has a mus- 
tache and short side-whiskers, weighs 165 
pounds, has blue eyes and light complexion. 

The latest development in the Latimer es- 
cape is the arrest atllo’vlock this morning 
of Night Guard E. C. Rice for complicity in 
the escape. Rice was directly connected 
with Gillon night duty and it transpires 
that he was present when Latimer left the 
hall master’s officeto go aboveto see what 
alled Haight. The supposition is that Rice 
had knowledge of what Latimer was to do or 
that he was criminally careiess in allowing 
Latimer to go through the upper gate. 
Gill acknowledges that Latimer nas n 
making chocolate for Haight and Gill, and 
that Latimer has carried Haight’s cup upto 
him. He also acknowledges the story of the 
buried treasure.

white and colored men in the saloon of Jas. 
R. Lesser. soon after his body, perfectly 
nude, was found near the office of the hotel 
with cuts in the head and near the lungs 
which physicians say were inflicted by a 
blunt instrument and could not have been 
produced by a fall. Fastened to his body was 
a tag with this inscription: 

O. O. D.: Collect three months’ board. Dr. Sher- 
rill, keep your man at home and he won't get lost. 

Garnier revived Saturday morning, but be- 
fore he could make an ante-mortem state- 
ment died. James R. Lesser, the saloon- 
keeper, his colored bartender, a white jew- 
elry peddler and two colored men, one of 
whom is named McElroy, were arrested, but 
Lesser, his barkeeper andone negro were 
discharged by the Coroner's jury last night, 
while the peddler, McElroy, and two white 
men, named O’Hara and Edwards, were 
held, The Coroner’s jury developed thata 
body had been carried to Sherrill’s Hotei, be- 
tween 1 and 2 o’clock Friday morning by 
three men, and that McElroy, after trying to 
sell to a witness Garnier’s clothing, gave it to 
him. Heclaimed it was given to him by the 
peddler. 


A BOLD, BAD MAN. 
NEw YORK, March 27.—Willlam Dunn was 
arrested on Saturday last as a suspicious 
character, and at the police station was 


identified as the man who, nearly two years 
ago, looted the residence of Edward W. Kem- 
ble, the artist, in New Rochelle. On that 
occasion the burglar,after taking ewerything 
of value to be found in the lower part of the 
house, proceeded to the chamber occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Kemble, and at the point of a 
revolver made them lie still while he appro- 
priated their jewelry and money. When ar- 
rested Saturday he was wearing some of the 
jewelry he then obtained. He denies this 
charge, but says that he blew up seven safes 
in Chicago, and that he looted the American 
Clock Co.’s establishmentthere. He is be- 
lieved to be the man who held up the cashier 
of the New Jersey Oil Co. in his own office. 


FED HORSES TO HOGS. 

ANDERSON, Ind., March 27.—Health Officer 
Coburn on Saturday ordered the arrest of 
Oren Munger, one of the wealthiest men of 
Anderson, on a charge of cruelty to animals. 
In Munger’s slaughter-house were found 
several hogs and the remains of five horses, 
The fiesh of the horses had been entirely con- 
sumed by the hogs, all other food bein 
denied them, It is rumored that some o 
these hogs died of glanders. Munger ob- 
tained the horses from one Sellers, who skins 
them for their hides and then dumped the 
bodies in the slaughter-house. After fatten- 
ing the hogs on this flesh their pork was sold 
by a Mr. Garrison, keeper of a meatshop. 
Garrison was arrested and fined $26 by Squire 
McCarty and then gave all assistance in 
working up a case against Munger. 


HIS LAST HOPE GONE 


WHEELING, M. XA. Mageh.27-On June 
15, 1892, at Bluefield, Mercer county, James 
Crockett, aged abouz 18, murdered Miss Mol- 
lle Crabtree, about a year younger than him- 
self, by shooting her through the head. The 
murderer and his victim were almost perfect 
strangers and there was no cause whatever 
for the deed. Crockett, after learning that 
his victim was dead, attempted to escape, 
but was arrested and for a time lynching 
seemed imminent. The defence of insanity 
was made and the case was closely contested 
in the circuit court when it was tried. The 
jury found him gullty, but recommended him 
to the mercy of the court and accordingly he 
was sentenced to life imprisonment. An ap- 
plication was made to the Supreme Court for 
a writ of error, which was refused yesterday, 
and thus the prisoner’s last hope is gone. 


SENTENCED TO DEATH. 

PARIS, Tex., March 27.—Judge McClelland 
has passed sentence of death upon Sam 
Massey and Jim Burke at Bonham. Both 
were convicted of assault. Massey assaulted 
Mrs. Smith in Sherman, February, 1892, and 
Burke committea the same offense upon Mrs, 
Clementinthis county last August. When 
asked what he hadtosay, Massey protested 
his innocence, denounced the witnesses 
against him as perjurers and begged for 
mercy. Burke had nothing tosay. He said 
it was useless to talk, and ys | expression of 
his might make it worse for him. The date 
of execution was set for April 28, 1893. 


ASSASSINATION IN FLORIDA. 

FortT WHITE, Fla., March 27.—Jude Hallo- 
way, Ben and Seth Calhoun were danger- 
ously and perhaps mortally wounded Satur.- 
day night. They were returning home from 
the village, and when about 200 yards from 
the depot, they were met by a man supposed 
to be a negro, who spoke to them and im- 
mediately began shooting witha Winchester 
rifle. All three of the men were shot through 
the body. They have not as yet been abie to 
give an intelligible account of the shooting. 
The town is terribly aroused over the horri- 
ble affair, and if the guilty one is caught he 
will be summarily dealt with.

TALK FOR VOTERS. — 


Minister Werlein Says They Should Ex- 
ercise Their Independence, 


MUNICIPAL CORRUPTION DISCUSSED BY 
THE EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE 


A Minister Who 16 Bold Enough to Say 
He Has No Use for Citizens Who Do 
Not Go to the Polls— A Scathing Ar 
raignment by a Clerzyman. 


The Evangelical Alliance had a large and 
interesting meeting this morning in the 
Methodist Book Concern, 1505 Lucas place. 
Rev. Dr. Werlein, pastor of Centenary M. E. 
Church South, read a paper entitled: ‘*The 
Pulpit in Its Relation to Politics and 
Municipal Reform.“ By way of introduction 
he said: 

SHOULD BE INDEPENDENXT. 

The preacher of the gospel should be no 
politician nor partisan. In a government 
like the American Repubiic it be- 
comes the duty of the ministers of 
Christ to emphasize the duties which devolve 
on the citizen. By virtue of the fact 
that the people are the rulers and 
that they must decide who shall 
enforce their rulings and administer the Gov. 
ernment every man has something to do with 
politics. We must emphasize that no 
man has the right to stand dy 
his party unless his party is right. 
If his party places the wrong man in nomi<« 
nation, a man who is known to be corrupt, It 
is the duty of the voter to cast his ballot 
against that candidate. If he votes 
for him he means by his 
vote that ‘fur party success, 
for party unity, he is wiliing to compromise 
conscience and sustain corruption. This is 
the ethical view of the question.’’ Dr. Wer- 
lein reproached the men who must vote for 
their party even ifthe devil himself is run- 
ning for office.’’ 

Continuing, he sald: The man who does 
not go to the polls has noright to complain of 
corruption in politics. Heis himself - 
dle. he has done nothing to purify poli 
hein blameworthy. Noone can investigate 
the political condition ofthe great cities ofthe 
country without being profoundly convinced 
of the need of municipal reform. A h 
minded gentlemen, one of the most promi- 
nent citizens of St. Louis, said Se une 
the other day that he had been approached 
by the men of his party who manage nomi- 
nations and elections and intimation was 
given him that if he would put up some 
money and cu favor th the — 2 
element he could receive the nomination for 
one of the most lucrative offices in the city.

THE REPUBLICAN SIDE OF THE QUES- 
TION HAS A MAJORITY. 


Substance cf the Argument iu Favor of 
the Gubernatorial Appointments After 
the Legis ature Had Failed to Select— 
The North Carolina Trouble Settled-- 
Politics in Ohio and in Kansas. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The reports of the 
majority and minority cn the contested 
election case of Lee Mantle, Senator ap 
pointed by the Governor of Montana, were 
made to the Senate to-day, Mr. Hoar sub- 
mitting the report of the majority in favor of 
seating Mr. Mantle, and Mr. Vance, 
Chairman of the Committee, the re- 
port against seating. There are two 
other cases, those of Mr. Beckwith, 
appointed by the Governor of Wyoming, and 
Mr. Allen, appointed by the Governor of 
Washington. Inasmuch as the facts are the 
same the test will be made in the case of the 
Senators upon whose credentials the report 
is made; it is not unlikely thatasthisis de- 
cided so will be the others. Both reports are 
lengthy and quote voluminousiy from the 
earlier decision of the Senate upon cases deal - 
ing with the same question. 

The majority set out in the argument, with 
the clear, unquestionable purpose of the con- 
stitution to keep the Senate full, and the fact 
thatevery other purpose of the constitution 
relating to such matters is accomplished by 
holding that the powerin question resides in 
the Governor. The language of the consti- 
tution, says the majority, is quite as well 
suited to confer the power upon the 
Governor of appointing toa vacancy occur- 
ring at the beginning of a term,or toa 
vacancy which began to exist whena Legis 
lature was actually in sessionand continued 
after the adjournment ofthe Legisiature, as 
any language likely tobe used. After quot- 
ing various definitions of the word 
‘*vacancy,’’ the majority come to the con 
clusion that the words ofthe constitution 
convey to an ordinary apprehension the 
simple meaning ‘‘ifthere bea vacancy by 
resignation or otherwise,’’ the executive 
may make temporary appointments, etc. 
Says the majority: 


The language ofthe Constitution, it seems to us, 
was carefully designed to be ap lied to the case, not 
ofasingie vacancy which might occur only in «a 
singie recess of the Legisiature, but every case 
where a legislature having adjourned without action 
aseeond or third vaeancy should occur, which, 
under the language of the Constitution may be 
provided for by temporary appuintments. 


This position is supported by numerous de- 
cisions which are quoted, after which the 
majority say: 

We have then, first, a clear and controlling const! 
tutional purpose that every State shall be at all 
times represented in the -enate by two “enators. 

2. A declarat on by the constitution that that 
purpose is to be accomplished by the aathority of 
the Executive of the State when the Legisiature has 
failea to elect a Seuator. 

„ The use of language in the constitution 
which, according to good and established usage, is 
sufficient in its ordinary meaning to confer this 

ower on the Executive in the case of a vacancy ex- 

sting for any case whatever and at any time what- 
ever, whilethe Legislature is not sitting, whether 
contingent or otherwise. 

4. Where like phraseology is used in the Constitu- 
tion in regard to other offices it has been uniformly 
held to have the meaning we attribute to it there. 

The construction given by the very able 
Supreme Court of Indiana to language substantially 
identical. 

6. The Senate bas for many years past invariably 


recognized the controlling obligation of this purpose | 


of the Constitution, where the language is doubtful, 
or where a literal construction would lead to another 
result. 

After quoting in extenso from the Bell case 
(New Hampshire), the majority conclude 
their report as foliows: 


It was shown by an unbroken tine of decisions 
with one possible but doubtful eaception that the 
Senate bas maintained the authority of the execu- 
tive toappoint toa vacancy which occurs at the be- 

inning of aterm by reason ef the failure to elect. 

ye do not think it necessary toinsist upon the im- 
portance of an adherence by this high court to pre- 
cedents in judicial matters such as the 
title to its seat. The alterna- 
tive is in the udgment of the -enate, 
whether the rights of the States are to be dependent 
upon the changing political majorities of this cham- 
ber. It seems quite asimportaut that the construc- 
tion given by the Senate to the constitution in pro- 
ceedings ofa judicia] nature should be inflexibly 
adhered to, exceptincases of clear error, inspite 
of the wrave and serious attempt which must be set 
this tribunal beyond ali others to departfrom them 
in times of high political excitement. 


MONTANA POLITICIANS SQUABBLE. 

New York, March 27,—Senator T. C. Power 
and C. A. Clark of Montana met in the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel lobby yesterday. Clark as- 
sured Power that he proposed to have some- 
thing to say against the seating of Mantle. 
He argued that Montana’s Governor had no 
right to appoint Mantle Senator, or any other 
man. The next Legislature, he said, was 
entitled to choose Senator Sanders’ succes- 
sor. Clark argued that should the Mantle 
case be followed as a precedent the party 
not having a clear majority in a Legisture 
could easily prevent a nomination and elec- 
tion, leaving a friendly Governor to send to 
Washington whomsoever he pleased. 

Senator Power replied that Clark had no 
grounds for complaint. Had our Governor 
been a Democrat and appointed you, for in- 
stance, added Power, you would have 
insisted on taking your seat, would you not?“: 

Not until questions as to my legal right to 
do so had been removed,’’ responded Clark. 
‘*The Senate is the judge as to who shall and 
who shall not occupy a seat. We have a 
Democratic majority now, and Mantle may 
have to walk the plank.’’ 

„Oh, I guess not,’’ retorted Power.

KANSAS CiTy, Mo., March 27.—The Popu- 
lists, or at least a considerable number of 
them, are up in arms against the recognition 
of Senator Martin as a representative of the 
third party in the distribution of the patron- 
age for Kansas. At the meeting in Kansas 
City, Kan., last Saturday evening, resolu- 
tions were adopted declaring that Martin did 
not represent them and requesting President 
Cleveland not to give him any appointments 
if they were intended to catch and hold the 
third party people in the Democratic ranks. 
The resolution went further ana set forth 
that Senator Peffer should be consulted if 
anything was intendea for the Alliance 
party.

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CAUSE OF SHEPARD’S DEATH. 


The Official Statement of Drs. 
and Y¥YcBurnie. 

New YorK, March 27.—Drs. Jas. W. 

McLane and Charles McBurnie, who attended 


the late Elliot F. Shepard in his fatal illness, 
have, at the request of friends, made an omcia 
statement of the cause of death. The opera- 
tion was determined upon, as before stated, 
to remove a foreign substance from the blad- 
der. After the administration of ether, the 
doctors say that the patient’s condition be- 
came so alarming, owing to obstructed 
respiration, as to call for the use of 
extreme measures, and nh the hope that the 
symptoms might be due to the presence in 
the ye oy of vomited material, accident- 
ally inhaled, the operation of tracheotomy, 
or opening of the windpipe, was performed, 
No foreign material was found. The sur- 
geons passed a rubber tube down the wind- 
pipe and into the bronchial tubes, making 
use of a powerful aspirating syringe, with. 
out discovering the presence of anything but 
bloody mucus. the meantime several 
careful examinations were made of the lungs 
and sounds were heard such as indicate 
cedema of those organs. Oxygen had been 
previously sent for, andunder its influence 
the patient slightly revived. Artificial res- 
piration and every other means which might 
possibly give relief were resorted to. From 
this time on his breathing became more em- 
barrassed, but still artificial respiration was 
continuously kept up. 8 his pulse be- 
came steadily more feeble. e sank ae 
into unconsciousness, and Inspiteof al — 5 
forts died at 4:10 o clock. 

In the opinion of Drs. McLane and McBur- 
nie Mr. Shepard died of sudden cdema and 
congestion of the lungs, following the ad- 
ministration of ether, but primarily due to 
some cause unknown to them.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 27.—An excited 
run was made on the Mechanics’ Savings 
Bank and Trust Co. this morning. The di- 
rectors held a hurried meeting and decided 
to take advantage ofthe law which requires 
depositors to give sixty days’ notice 


before withdrawing their deposits. ben 
announcement of this act was made toth 
crowd, together with the statement that the 
bank was solvent, and would meet all de- 
mands intime. The crowd then dispersed. 
ihe Bank of Commerce, another savings 
bank, has not opened its doors this morning. 

At noon the bank made an assignment. 
Liabilities $97.700 and assets, consisting of 
notes discounted and real estate, $97,700. 

J. M. MeNight, National Bank Examiner, 
arrived this morning and took charge of the 
affairs of the Commercial Nationai Bank. 

The other national banks inthe city have 
received since Saturday over $2,000,000 from 
outside sourcesand are promptly meeting 
all demands made on them. 

There was a slight run on the First National 
this morning, but the promptness with which 
demands were met soon checked the rush. 
The two savings banks above mentioned 
were depositors with the Commercial. 

There ure many rumors afloat, and it is 
expected that there will be some startling 
developments when the affairs or 
the Commercial National Bank shall 
come to be inquired into by the 
Examiner. Criminal prosecutions may fol- 
low. Other financial institutions of the city 
are thought to be involved in the collapse of 
the Commercial Bank and that of Dobbins & 
Dazey, which was the primary cause of the 
trouble, and more failures are aptto follow.

FRANCHISE VALUE MUST BE CONSIDERED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 27.—The Su- 
preme Court of the United States to-day de- 
clared its opinion that the United States 
could not condemn property of private 
corporations without considering in 
the proceedings the earning ca- 
pacity thereof. The opinion was 


rendered by Justice Brewer in the case of the 
appeal of the Monongahela Navigation Co. 
from the judgment ofthe Circuit Court for 
the Western District of Pennsylvaniain con- 
demnation proceedings instituted by the 
United States. 

„The Navigation company,’’ said Judge 
Brewer, ‘‘wasa corporation authorized to 
improve the.navigation of the Monogahela 
River by the construction of locks and dams. 
After constructing sixofthese at the request 
of the United States it bullt what is known as 
lock and dam No. 7. Subsequently Con- 
gress passed an act providing for the con- 
demnation and purchase of this lock and 
dam. the act prescribing that in the esti- 
mation of the value of the property 
no account should be taken of 
the value of the franchise of the 
navigation company, whereby it was author- 
ized to collect tolls from vessels passing 
through its locks. Condemnation proceed- 
ings were begun and, according to the 
language of the act, the Circuit Court took 
no account of the value of the company’s 
franchise, 

In this,’’ continued Judge Brewer, we 
think the Circuit Court erred. The right of 
the company tochargetollsforthe use and 
benefits of the improvements it had made is 
a factor that must be considered 
in fixing the amount of damages to be 
awarded inacase of this kind, The judg- 
ment of Circuit Court Is, therefore, reversed. 
Justice Shiras, having been of coun- 
selinthecourt below; and Justice Jackson, 
not having been a member of the court when 
the case was under consideration, took no 
part in the decision,

HARMONIOUS LIBERALS. 


Meeting of Home Rule Supporters at the 
Foreign Office. 

Lonpow, March 27.—A Liberal party meet 
ing was held at the Foreign office to-day 
under the presidency of Premier Gladstone, 
to discuss the position of business and the 
course of the Liberals in Parliament. It was 
proposed by Mr. Gladstone that the Irish 
home rule bill should be put on a second 
reading on April6, and that the home rule 
bill should have precedence of all other 
business every day except Wednesdays, and 
also that the House should sit in the morn- 
ing on Fridays. Mr. Gladstone expressed a 
hope that the party would give the Govern- 
ment all the aid in its power to expedite the 
home rule bill issue and the parish Council 
bill and assist the Government in fighting ob- 
struction. 

Henry Labouchere, M. P. for Northamp- 
ton, suggested that the ministers as well as 
private members should curtall their speech - 
es onthe home rule question. 

Vernon Harcourt, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, said that if the Liberal party only 
acted with prudence and according to proper 
rules of discipline, they would soon carry to 
a successful. issue the glorious policy with 
which the nation had entrusted them. The 
meeting was harmonious throughout, anda 
general purpose was shown to act compactly 
in support of home rule and the other great 
Liberal issues. 


CRUSHED REBELS, 


THE BRAZILIAN GOVERNMENT HAS THE UPPER 
HAND IN RIO GRANDE DO Sur. 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, March 27.—The 
Government forces of Brazil continue to rout 
the rebel army and reports generally indicate 
that the waris practically over and the re- 
bellion crushed. Theagentssent to Argen- 
tina to secure arms and ammunition have 
not returned andthe revolutionists are be- 
coming depressed. 

A correspondent in Rivera says that a force 
of 1,200 troops sent Gown by the general gov- 
ernment from Rio Janeiro reached there 
Saturday. These troops raise the number or 
soldiers of the national army no in Rilo 
Grande do Sulto more than 5,000. They are 
wellarmed and equipped, and it will not be 
possible for the revolutionists to hold out 
against them very long. This was shown 
only a week ago when the troops from Lava- 
rez left near Santa Ana fied at the approach 
of 800 soldiers of the national army, and by 
the defeat of Sariva with a loss of 3,000 men 
at Alegrete. At each place the federal force 
displayed their inability to fight the national 
army. 

With 5,000 mento face them they will not 
be able to prolong the war, It is believed 
here that Lavares will be met at Bage by a 
force of national troops large enough to over- 
whelm him and end the war there. 

Armed bands from Rio Grande do Sul have 
again crossed the border into Uruguay, 
where shots were exchanged with Uruguayan 
troops. 

There is another ministerial crisis in Ar- 
gentina. A correspondent in Buenos Ayres 
says that Victoria Romero is expacted to re- 
sign. The trouble grows out of the considera- 
tion of the boundary treaty with Brasil. 
That document has not been ratified and its 
fate cannot now be foretold. 


AMERICAN GRAIN IN MEXICO. 

CITY OF MEXICO, March 27.—The removal of 
duties on corn, which order went into effect 
on March 15, has caused another great rush 
of grain into Mexico from the United States. 
There has also been a great decrease in the 
price of corn inthis city and other places in 
Mexico, to which it is being shipped in large 
quantities, The shippers are complaining of 
the action of the railroaa companies in main- 
taining high freight rates, and the Govern- 
ment will be applied to in the matter. The 
shippers of corn claim that if lower freight 
rates can be secured the price of grain in 
Mexico would be materially reduced.

A Battle Between Political Factions 
Threatened at Antlers. 


GOV. JONES DEFIED BY MEMBERS OF THE 
NATIONAL PARTY. 


Militia Companies in Camp About the 
Town— The Present Trouble Is au Out- 
growth of the Election ani Assassina- 
tions of Last September—Locke’s Proc- 
lamation. 


PARIS, Tex., March 27.—The reports from 
Antlers, I. T., received to-day do not indl- 
cate a peaceful ending of the trouble. The 
militia sent out by Gov. Jones to assist in ar- 
resting Locke are still camped near the town. 
An armistice had been agreed upon last 
night, but it is now suspended, the Locke 
men being of the opinion that it was a ruse 
on the part of the Governor to strengthen his 
forces. 

Foratime to-day it was thought that a 
conflict would take place, as the Locke men, 
whose numbers were increased by arrivals 
from different parts of the Nation last night, 
threatened to move out and attack the 
militiacamp. But they were advised against 
this, and the last news from Antlers state 
that Locke and his friends are leaving town, 
but that they will not leave the Nationand 
will not permit Locke to be taken prisoner. 

Courlers were sent to Gov. Jones this 
morning apprising him of the situation. 

ORIGIN OF THE FEUD. 

The present trouble at Antiers is a legacy 
of the election for Governor held last Sep- 
tember. Wilson N. Jones and Albert Jackson 
were the candidates of the rival factions. 
Jones was declared re-elected, but the Jack- 
son party charged fraud and the feeling ran 
high, finally culminating on the night of Sept. 
10 in the assassination of four adherents of 
the Jones party. A plot was laid to kill Green 
McCurtain,the Treasurer of the Nation, but it 
failed. At that time the whole military force 
of the Nation was called into the fleld and a 
pitched battle was imminent. Peace was, 
however, patched upand no further blood- 
shed followed. 

The political feud was settled by the inter- 
ference of Leo E. Bennet, the Government 
Indian agent. A conference of the leaders of 
the opposing factions, consisting of Wilson 
N. Jones, Principal Chief; N. B. Ainsworth, 
E. N. Wright, W. W. Hompton of the Progres- 
sive party; Jos Gardner, A. N. Anderson, 
Daniel Bell of the National or Jackson party; 
Charles Laflore, Captain of the Indian Police 
of the United States, was held at McAlester 
on Sept. 12. It was unanimously agreed that 
in order to amicably adjust the trouble, all 
armed bodies of men should disband and that 
— who participated in the killing of Joe 

feck, Frank fFraziel, Elias Colbert, and 
Robert Nelson, should surrender tothe con- 
stituted authorities ofthe Nation toanswer 
before the courts, and while in custody: the 

risoners should be protected from all vio- 
ence. 

It was also agreed that the ballot boxes 
containing the ballots cast for Jones and 
Jackson, which had been sealed, should be 
reopened and counted by the Council at its 
October meeting. This agreement was 
signed by all present, and telegrams ana 
messengers on horseback were dispatched to 
all portions of the Nation. The effect of this 
was toallay the excitement. There was no 
further outbreak aod when the Council of 
“tate met in October the present incumbent, 
Wilson N. Jones, was declared legally elected 
lead Chief or Governor of the Choctaw 
Nation, 

THE PRESENT OUTBREAR. 

The trouble now comes ofthe resistance to 
law made by V. M. Locke, a prominent Cnoc.- 
taw, who was one of Jackson's adherents 
and a Digiactor in the Nationalist party. 
The charge is madethat he has been violat- 
ing the timber laws of the Nation, and when 
officers were sent to arrest him his friends 
rallied about him and the officers were in- 
timidated. 

At this Juncture the Governor was appealed 
to and the militia called out to enforce the 
law. Within the past week Gov. Jones has 
added to the bitter feeling between the Pro- 
gressive party, of which he is the head, and 
the Nationale, by removing several of Jack- 
son's friends from office and appointing his 
own adherents, This has brought Jackson 
into the present fight. 

Yesterday,when the report reached Antlers 
that the militia were marching on the place 
with orders to take Locke, United 
States Commissioner Gibbons, in tue interest 
of peace, went out to the militiacamp, a 
short distance from the town, and held a con- 
ference with the commander, He presented 
the following communication from Cocke: 

All charges against any individual must originate 
in the county where the offense was committed, and 
after an examination trial as the Jaw directs, and if 
the Judge finds the charges sufficient, then he can 
exact bouds, and no other power eutside of a Grand 
Jury writ or indictment basa right to issue writs as 
tothe militia. They are unauthorized by law unless 
the county authorities are powerless to execute the 
law, therefore, if there are any charges against our 
men let the complaint be lodged in their respective 
counties, and alter a due summons by the proper 
authorities has been given they willi a pear to 
answer the complaintas the law directs. utinno 
case wiil they surrender to the militia, as that so- 
called body has no power to act unless called on by 
the county authorities.

A Colored Olub Tries to Locate on West- 
minster Place. 


The residents of that stylish and aristo- 
cratic street, Westminster place, narrowly 
escaped a rude awakening to the 
fact that that street was not 
even sacred nor safe from the 
negro clubman. In fact, it is an’ 


open question whether or notthe colored 
club organizers may not secure a site on that 
street even yet. The corner they have been 
trying to buy is the southwest corner of Tay- 
lor avenue and Westminister place, 
100 feet on Westminster by 1380 
on Jaylor. The pe is 
owned by Mrs. Francis Gansey, who a few 
days ago sold $85,000 worth of acreage prop- 
erty on Page avenue west of the limits, 
It is immediately opposite the new 
site purchased y th Second 
Presbyterian Church last week for 
$18,000 or $125 a front foot. Mrs. Gansey nad 
justletttne office of her real estate agent 
last Saturday when she was addressed by 
the representative of the negro club, Mr. 
Jackson, colored and a very shrewd man, 
When he told her his business she was very 
indignant that he should address her on the 
street on a real estate transaction and re- 
ferred him to her agent. 

Mrs. Gansey was asking $150 a foot for the 
property but when she learned what it was 
wanted for she raised the price to $250a foot, 
thinking to scare the negroes 
from their purpose. Jackson evidently 
expected to pay more for the corner thana 
white purchaser could have secured it for. 
He offered $225 a foot for the corner on the 
Taylor avenue front, but his offer was 
refused by Mrs. Gansey, who informed 
her agent that she was not doing business in 
that way. The district is one of the most 
conveniently located residence sections of 
the city and heretofore it has maintained a 
high standard. The announcement that 
the negroes wanted to bulld a 
first-class colored club-house on the 
site named created no little surprise and 
consternation. Shouldtheyin any way get 
possession ofa plece of property on West- 
minster place, which is extremely probable, 
since the wealthy negros ot the city are mem 
bers of the club, and they have plenty of 
cash to pay for the property, the residents of 
Westminster place willrise up in arms. The 
present instance recalls their attempt to 
secure club quarters on Lucas avenue and 
the purchase of the Kirkwood 
Seminary property by the same 
crowd of negroes, The purchase 
of a building site on Michigan avenue, one of 
the best residence persicae of Carondelet, by 
a colored clerk in the Post-office, and his sub- 
sequent improvement of the site with 
a residence, which he now occupies, caused 
no little excitement among the property 
owners ofthat section and dire threats were 
made against him, but nothing was done 
and though many ofthe owners have talked 
of selling their holdings in consequence no 
one has sold as yet. 

The question of restrictionsis one which 
this matter is likely to bring up in the Real 
Estate Exchange. How to make a locality 
safe from the intrusion of people tnat are not 
wanted. The ivided in 
their opinions point. some 
hold that a restriction in the deed will 
answer the parece while F. W. Mott and 
others, who have had experience in testing 
the strength of such restrictions in court say 
that restrictions do not protect the adjoin- 
ing property owners.

FOR ST. LOUIS, NOT FOR PARTY. 

Neither of the two parties is entitled as 
a party to a vote of confidence from the 
people of St. Louis in the coming munici- 
pa! election. 

For four years past the municipal author- 
ity has been pretty equally divided between 
them, and both are responsible for gross 
abuse of that authority and for shameful 
betrayals of public trust. 

Republicans in the council helped tocon- 
firm the Mayor’s very worst appointments 
and were as much at the beck of the fran- 
chise appropriators as any Democratic 
tool of Ed Butler’s. The Republican 
President of the Council, now the Repub- 
lican nominee for Mayor, was as helpful 
to the franchise grabbers and as indulgent 
to crookedness in office to the most dan- 
gerous limit of toleration as the Demo- 
cratic Mayor was, and all the known mis- 
deeds of the Democratic wing of de push’’ 
dwindle to mere vulgar peccadilloes or pet- 
ty pilferings compared with the undisputed 
crookedness in the Collector’s office under 
Ziegenhein and in the Treasurer’s office 
under Foerstel.

BANNERMAN OR WALBRIDGE. 

Had the Republicans nominated Gen. 
John W. Turner for Mayor he would have 
had the support of the Post-DIsPATCH for 
the reason that he has been more 
thoroughly triedin important public po- 
sitions than Mr. Bannerman has, and 
more fully demonstrated his possession of 
the capacity and the qualities that are 
sorely needed just now in the office of 
Mayor. 

We do not support Mr. Walbridge be- 
cause he has been pretty thoroughly 
tried and found wanting in that capacity 
and those qualities. Perhaps the weak. and 
wabbly course he has pursued in worming 
his way towards the Mayorality through 
the tortuous labyrinth of municipal ‘‘in- 
flooence’’ may be abandoned by him, as 
some of his friends suggest, when he 
once finds himself safe in the Mayor’s 
office. Perhaps he will then no longer be 
in the hands of certain friends to the 
same extent as formerly. Perhaps he 
will then be able to see official 
delinquency and official lawlessness when 
flaunted right under his nose, and per- 
haps he will then veto the very bad kind 
of legislation he has aided or failed to op- 
pose during his connection with the Coun- 
cil. If so we shall take pleasure in blazon- 
ing his good official conduct and forgetting 
the past. But at present we must judge 
him by his unsatisfactory record up to 
date. 

As for Mr. Bannerman, in spite of the 
fact that Col. Ed Butler helped to make 
him the nominee of the Democratic ma- 
chine, we can support him hopefully, be- 
cause he stood the test very well when 
tried as Speaker of the House of Delegates, 
showing a straightforward fidelity to his 
trust and a firmness under powerful pres- 
sure that were considered very foolhardy 
by the general run of municipal politi- 
cians. He is the kind of man we would 
expect to put his foot down on official neg- 
ligence or misfeasance without fear or 
favor, and to veto all bills giving away 
for a mere song franchises that are worth 
millions to private parties and which, if 
required to turn over 3 per cent of their 
gross earnings, would eventually yield the 
city a revenue sufficient to support our 
municipal government. ' 

It may be that the franchise manipu- 
lators will persuade him also that the 
progress of the city can best be promoted 
by devoting public property to private 
profit and enabling exploiters to put their 
felonious fingers into the pockets of pos- 
terity and purloin the revenues justly be- 
longing to tax-paying generations yet un- 
born. But until he shall have proved 
himself a believer of that doctrine, like

The Next Campaign Must Be Fought 
on Old Lines. 


“KEE? UP THE BATTLE: FIGHT ON. 
THAT'S MY PLAN.” 


Has Nothing to Say Now of the 
Causs of His Defeat or the Acts of 
His Administration—Interviews With 
Mr. Harr son and Several Members of 
His Cabinst on the Future Policy of 
the Republican Party. 


Ex-President Harrison and the members of 
his Cabinet who could de reached were asked 
last week by representatives of the Post- Dis- 
PATCH for their views of the Administration 
that has passed into bistory, the reasons 
they assign for Republican defeat and the 
opinions they entertain regarding the future 
of the party to which they belong. Of his 
own acts Mr. Harrison—found hunting ducks 
among the marshes of Central Illinols—re- 
fused to speak. To others he leaves that 
task. But some day, perhaps, the American 
people will be taken into the ex- 
President’s confidence, for he thinks of 
jotting down’’ a few facts, not for a book 
nor for a lecture, simply to keep with 
other memoranda.’’ 

As to the immediate past of the Republican 
party Mr. Harrison is also silent, but of the 
future he speaks with the fire andentbusiasm 
of the old soldier. ‘‘Keep up the battle, keep 
up the battle,“ Is his watchword, and he is 
firm in the beilef that victory will once more 
rest on the banners of the party which made 
him chief of a great nation. 

Some of the Cabinet officers were almost as 
reticentas the man who called them into 
service forthecountry. All had good words 
for the Administration, and all were certain 
that Democracy’s triumph would De short- 
lived.

EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON. 

Ex-President Harrison could not have 
found a more secluded place for a 
few days’ rest after the cares of state 
than that at which a PostT-DISPATCH 
staff correspondent found him last 
Thursday at5o’clockin the morning. The 
place is known to Mason County (III.) people 
asthe Mouth of Buckhart Lake, asortof 
bayou ofthe Illinois River, an hour's run, 
when the tug is handled by an old seaman 
from Havana, the county seat of Mason. 
On one bank is situated the weather- 
beaten village, older than Chicago, merely 
a ftishing and hunting place. The ex-Presi- 
dent was just crawling out of his bunk in the 
Huntsman cabin boat when the Posr- Dis- 
PATCH correspondent entered. The bunk 
above him was occuplied by George W. Boyd 
of Philadelphia, the two opposite by T. 
Boyd and T. W. Moorhead o1 St. Louis. The 
two bunks on the otherend of the boat be- 
longed to George Settle and Carl Braune of 
Philadelphia. 

After his breakfast the ex-President was 
quietly told thata correspondent of the Post- 
DISPATCH Wished to see him wherever and 
whenever it would be convenient. Mr. Har- 
rison went out of the cabin to the stern of the 
boat and there the correspondent met him 
and told him the Post-DIsSPATCHA would be 
giad to have himtalk about his administra- 
tion. He declined to discass that subject, but 
said that he had collected data regarding it, 
to be left among his “Ww It was sug- 
gested that he might wish to give his views 
as to any of the causes which contributed to 
Republican defeat last NovembDer. 

No, nothing, he answered, a trifle more 
emphatic, not now. No, not at all. Ihave 
nothing to say about that.“ 

As to the future ofthe Republican party, 
what are your hopes?“ was asked. 

Keep up the battle, fight on. That's my 
plan. Everyone who knows anything about 
me knows I delieve in keeping up a fight 
when it is begun. That is all we have to do. 
Keep up the battle. 

He said allthis with more spirit. He had 
straightened himself like an old soldier, and 
the animation ofan old soldier in thinking 
of his battles was quite apparent. 
Then he picked upa black jack duck which 
he sald was the first he had killed in this 
hunt. The wings and head were gone. He 
explained that a lady in St. Louls had asked 
him for a wing of the first duck he shot and 
he had sent it to her. 

A gentleman whose relations with the Ex- 
President have been confidential for many 
years said without intending to speak ex- 
cathedra: During the Minneapolis con- 
vention I ventured to say to President Har- 
rison that a few words from him would 
go a long way towards relieving some 
of the opposition that was manifestly against 
him. Hesaid: 1 propose to so act that 
whatever may be the outcome no one Can say 
that I had any dust on my knees. That was 
a favorite expression of his to his intimate 
friends, and it was his way about everything 
in life. Later on, when I told him that a 
word from him to Cameron, Clarkson, Far- 
well, Foraker and such leaders would, in my 
opinion, bring the party victory, he used the 
same expression.’’ 

The gentleman was asked if he thought 
Mr. Harrison foresaw defeat in the last cam- 
paign. Hereplied: I donot believe he feit 
quite confidentat anytime. But he did not, 
I believe, think that defeat would be quite so 
overwhelming. He said to me once that he 
could better afford not to be President than 
he could afford to be President anddo what 
some people wanted him to do.“ 

**‘Who were those people and what was it 
they wanted?’’ 

These are questions which may be an- 
swered when the data of which the ex-Presi- 
dent spoke shall be given the world after he 
is gone. 


EX-SECRETARY CHARLES FOSTER. 
Fostoria, O., March 27, — Ex-Secretary 
Charles Foster recently returned from Wash- 
ington to make Fostoria his home again. He 
seems glad to get back among the friends of 
his boyhood. Seated in his cosy library, sur- 
rounded by well-filled shelves of books, he 
readily consented to talk about his labor 
in the Treasury Department and matters per 
taining to the Republican party.

„What do you think the policy of the 
Republican party should be for the future?’’ 

„Why, ‘protection to American industries“ 
of course. The Republican party cannot 
afford to commit itself to any other princl- 
ple. It is the party of protection to Amert- 
can workingmen and it will not be policy 
under any conditions to throw it over orto 
modify it in any way. 


EX-SECRETARY NOBLE. 
Ex-President Harrison’s Secretary of the 
Interior, John W. Noble, who is now 
in St. Louis, to quote himself, is no 
longer in politics and hence avoids any- 
thing like on Interview on political questions. 
When asked by a representative of the Post- 
DISPATCH to express an opinion upon the late 
Administration, he hesitated a moment and 


then replied: 

Jam not inclined to talk upon this sub- 
ject of all others, forthe reason that I was 
part of the Administration. However, I will 
say that inmy opinion his Administration 
was one of the best we ever had. It was 
faithtui and efficient.’’ 

„What, in your opinion, were the causes of 
the defeat of the RepuDlican party?’’ 

„ believe that the defeat was largely due 
to the lack of interest onthe part of Repub- 
licans. The Republicans -vho failed to vote 
are, in my judgment, more to blame for the 
change than are the opposition. Mr. Cleve- 
land received but a smali number of votes 
over his vote of 1888, when he was defeated. 
He did not get enough to have elected him if 
the Republicans had turned out in force. This 
seems to me to be the principal reason for the 
reverse. 

„What do you think the future promises 
for the Republican party and what sbould be 
its policy?’*’ 

J think the future is bright and that the 
S of the party have suffered nothing 

y the failure to elect its candidate at the last 
election. Iam just as firm a bellever in the 
princtples of Republicanism as ever, but I am 
out of politics andam not casting any liti- 
cal horoscopes just now. As to the policy to 

ursued I have no opinion and cannot, there- 

ore, hazard the expression of one.’’ 


EX-SECRETARY RUSK. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 27.—Ex-Secre- 
tary Jerry Rusk was found at his home by 
the Post-DISPATCH correspondent. When 
the subject of the visit was made known 
Secretary Rusk said: 

There is no question that the defeat of 
the Republican party was due ina large 
measure to a couviction on the part of the 
people generally that the tariff legislation of 
the Fifty-first Congress was not in the line of 


the best interests of the country, not even 
strictly inline with the pledges of the Re- 
pubiican party. Another cause was the an- 
tagonism existing between the laborer and 
his employer, which had given rise to much 
dissatisfaction, not with this party or that 
party, but withthe existing state of things, 


und such dissatisfaction is always directed 


at the party in power. Whenever people get 
uneasy and don’t know what alls them they 
call for a change of some kind.“ 

Locking to the future, what should be 
the policyof the Republican party?’’ 

It may, to a certain extent, 1 think, be 
foreshadowed by what I have already said 
as to the cause of its defeat. It must segre- 
gate itself entirely from any class affiliations 
and sectional influences. The Republicans in 
the East must familiarize themselves with 
the wants and conditions of the West. Our 
tariff legislation must be for the benefit of 
all, not for any class or classes. 


EX-ATTY.-GEN. MILLER. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 27.—As far as 
the legal branch of President Harrison’s 
administration is concerned, his Attorney 
General, W. H. H. Miller, invokes the most 
rigid scrutiny of the work of the department 
in every branch of its service, and be firmly 
delleves that the more careful the exam- 
ination, the more general will be the conclu- 
sion thatthe law business of the Govern- 
ment was diligently and honestly performed. 

When called upon by a Post-DISPATCH rep- 
resentative, Mr. Miller declined to enter into 


a general review of the work of Mr. Har- 
rison’s Administration, He freely discussed

William Turner Jeopardised It by 
; His Love for Drink 


THE WOMAN ASSAULTED WHILE WAIT- 
ING FOR HIM OUTSIDE A SALOON, 


He Left Her Outside While He Entered 
to Get a Drink—James Murray, Who 
Claimed He Was an Officer, Tried to 
Seauce the Woman— An Officer’s 


Timely Arrival. 


Mrs. Cora Turner of 2110 Singleton street, 
the respectable wife of a workingman named 
William Turner, related a harrowing ex- 
perience in the First District Police 
Court to-day. It was in the case 
ot James Murray, a young man living at 1511 
Spruce street, who was charged with im- 
personating an officer. A more serious 
offense, however, wasimplied. Mrs. Turner 
was the complaining witness against Murray. 
She is a respectable young woman and quite 
good looking. Her story on the witness stand 
was that on the evening of March 
21 she and der husband went 
to visit an aunt of Turner’s living in East St. 
Louis. 

Turner, who is a hard-working man, but 
has a weakness for drink when off duty. in- 
dulged a little too freely, and when 
he and his wife started home 
was considerably under the in- 
fluence of liquor. After crossing 
the bridge in returning home Turner and hie 
wife started to walk home. He insisted on 
going by the way of Clark avenue and Elm 
street in the vicinity of Sixth street, and his 
wife forthe sake of peace did not oppose 
him. The time was about 11 o’clock. 
As they were passing Sixth and 
Elm streets Turner went into a saloon to get 
another drink and left his wife standing on 
the corner. Her husband not returning in a 
short time Mrs. Turner became afraid to re- 
main alone any longer, knowing that it was a 
bad neighborhood, and went into the 
wine room to find him. He had gone out by 
another door and missed her. 

After inquiring for her husband Mrs. Turner 
left the place and started to look for him in 
the neighborhood, but not knowing where to 
go, and withal being nearly frantic at her sit - 

tion. 

MURRAY FOLLOWED HER. 

Murray was inthe wine-room when Mrs. 
Turner entered it and followed her 
out. She charges that he accosted her 
and told her that he was a detective. 
He made an indecent proposal to her, or 
rather, she stated, ademand, and toid her 
thatif she did not accede to his wishes 
he would place her under arrest. He took 
hold of her, she stated, and started with her 
along the street. She was so frightened that 
she could offer no resistance. 

At Seventh streetand Clark avenue Police 
Officer Cole was encountered and Mrs. Turner 
appealed to him for assistance. Officer Cole 
testified that when he came upon them that 
Murray had bis arm around Mrs. Turner’s 
neek. Mrs. Turner stated to Officer 
Cole what Murray had done, and the officer 
perceiving that she was 80 different from the 
women found in that vicinity at that time of 
the night, believed her story and placed Mur- 
ray underarrest. Mrs. Turner was placed 
onacarand sent home, where she found her 
husband,he having made his way home after 
losing his wife. 

A CONVICTION SECURED. 

Murray had no evidence:to offer, excepting 
a denial, and a version of the 
case in which he attempted to show 
that Mrs. Turner was under the influence of 
liquor. This was denied by Officer Cole, who 
stated that Mrs. Turner was no more under 
the influence of liquor than she was in the 
court room. Murray’s lawyer attempted to get 
his client off on a technicality, stating that 
the evidence only showed that Murray stated 
that he was a detective,wnhile he was charged 
with impersonating a member of fhe 
Metropolitan police force of St. Louls. Judge 
Morris however overruled the motion, and 
fined Murray $25. Mrs. Turner’s musband, 
whose name is William, did not appear in 
court. His wife stated that he was ashamed 
to have it known that he had brought her 
into such a neighborhood, \

WANTED TO BE LET ALONE. 


An Army Olficer Living in a Hut Consid- 
ered Insane. 

New Toxk, March 27.—Connected with the 
orders just issued by Secretary of War La- 
mont regarding the transfer of Lieut. Virgil 
J. Brumback, 2d United States Infantry, 
from Fort Sherman, Idaho, to the Govern- 
ment Hospital for the Insane in this city, 
there is a singular story. 

Lieut. Brumback obtained a long leave of 
absence fromthe War Department nearly a 
year ago and disappeared from his post. 
Nothing further wds heard of him until two 
months ago, when—a few days before his 
leave expired—a letter was received by his 
commanding officer inclosing his resigna- 

tion as an officer ofthe army. The resigna- 
tion was forwarded to the authorities at 
Washington, but on their receiving an in- 
timation from the officers of the army that 
his resignation was tendered without his 
realizing his action, the acceptance was sus- 
pended until an investigation could be made, 
A party went outfrom Fort Sherman, Idaho, 
in search of him and, owing to the severe 


weather prevailing at the time, the search | 
had to be abandoned. Recently another and | 


successful attempt was made. Lieut. Brum- 
back was found twenty-five miles from Fort 


Sherman inthe woods, six miles from any 


habitation,and living the life of a hermit. He 
was living in a hut of his own construction, 
rudely built and furnished, as he lived off the 


game and wild fruits of the woods, and he | 


occasionally procured coarse provisions from 
the nearest village store. Miners in the 
neighborhood spoke of him as the ‘‘wilu 
man, 
his conduct was his desire to be left alone. 


He was much surprised and disappointed 


when he heard that his resignation had not 
been accepted by the War Department, 
but finding that he was still 
an officer, he promptly obeyed orders 
and returned with the searching party to 
Fort Sherman. The authority there, includ- 
ingthe medical officer, closely questioned 
him, and all agreed that he was remarkably 
intelligent and showed,no trace of an unDal- 
anced mind beyond his desire to be left alone. 
Letters from his parents show that he has 
been something ofa recluse since boyhood. 
Upon the recommendation of the authorities 
at Fort Sherman secretary Lamont has 
ordered his transferto the hospital in this 
city fortreatment. Ifhedoes not improve 
he will probably be retired.
